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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior 
art references teach or suggest an absorbent material or clumping animal litter that has a 
coated particulate structure wherein the bentonite particles form a coating as claimed. Most 
references teach bentonite and/ or clay as the main ingredient of clumping particles and the 
particles are not coated. Some references (i.e. US Patents 5,101,771; 5,339,769; 4,407,231; 
and 4.641,605 to Goss, Toth, Golborn and Gordon respectively teach a coated particulate 
structure; however the coating material is a clumping material comprising an organic resin.
